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FOREWORD 



This Society, which now opens its 
thirteenth exhibition, was founded in 
1888 , and the past-presidents have been 
Walter Crane, William Morris, and 
Henry Wilson. Its objects are to 
encourage the practice of handicrafts, 
to foster our English traditional arts, 
to show that art properly means all 
handiwork done with interest and care 
for quality and embodies some measure 
of design. Design, we would show, is 
not some whim or strange contortion 
of a useful thing into an extravagant 
freak, but rather it is the proper 
arrangement of how reasonable work 
is to be rightly done. The faculty for 
designing, however, has decayed under 
the supposition that it requires a 
special " gift " which can only be 
exercised by a sort of inspiration. As 
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few ordinary people like to claim special 
illumination, practical designing has 
tended to fall into the hands of a small 
number of professional experts. Really, 
however, everyone has the experi- 
menting and contriving instinct, and 
our delight in games depends largely 
on the fact that in them we are free to 
make experiments. Beauty is not some 
strange phenomenon to be obtained 
only occasionally by an exceptional 
genius, it is present in its due degree 
in all happy and skilful craftsmanship : 
it is evidence of the workers' triumph 
over mere brute labour. Work touched 
with beauty is a primary and universal 
means of human expression. 

The Society seeks to maintain the 
reputation and even the knowledge of 
handicraft in an age of machine 
makings. That this is very important 
many manufacturing and official people 
are coming to recognise, as personal 
or aft work should be a means for fresh 
experiment and a touchstone of quality. 
A recently issued Official Report on the 
making of grave monuments shows that 
our native traditions which persisted 
— design and work together in one 
craft — until about 1850 have now almost 
entirely been destroyed by a fashion 
of importing ready manufactured

crosses and slabs of foreign marble. 
Such extinction of a native craft 
depending on the use of our own 
materials by skilled workmen is import- 
ant in many ways. Our Society is 
thus not only concerned in obtaining 
individual works, but it holds that in 
so doing it is helping to preserve fine 
forms of skill. Such experimental work 
as they seek is essential in setting 
worthy standards of design and crafts- 
manship. 



MEMBERSHIP OF THE SOCIETY 



The Society consists of (i) Craftsmen 
and Designers in the Handicrafts and 
(2) of others interested in the objects of 
the Society. The latter are designated 
Lay Members. 

Craft Members are elected by the Com- 
mittee after consideration of examples of 
candidates' work. Their Annual Sub- 
scription is £1 ; the subscription of Lay 
Members is 10s. 

The objects of the Society would be 
furthered if those who are interested 
would support it by becoming Lay 
Members.
